On the basis of evidence in the record in: thelrnstant case, .the Commls=
sion flnds that these claimants come w1th1n the‘terms”of the Haskew dec1s1on;
that they were Amerlcan natlonals at the requrs1te.t1nes. that they have been"’j
the joint owners of 150 ‘shares of stock 1n the Cla Azucarera Vert1entes= |
Camaguey de Cuba since prlor to August 6, -1960'_andvthat they-suffered'a loss

in the amount of $6,959.19 w1th1n the meanlng of T1t1e V of the Act Further

the Commission finds that the amount of 1oss sustalned shall be 1ncreased by
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interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from August 6, 1960, the date of
loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the settlement thereof.

CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that BERTHA FELDMAN and SIDNEY STEINBERG jointly
suffered a loss, as a result of actions of’the Government of Cuba, within the
meaning of Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as
amended, in the amount of Six Thousand Nine Hundred Fiftyenine Dollars and
Nineteen Cents ($6,959.19) with interest at 6% per apnum from August 6, 1960

to the date of settlement.
